had kept him irom much association 
with the o; |Ki>ite h-x, and it was not 
until he hail reach* d the full stature 
of 
manhood 
that he 
was strongly 
drawn toward any woman not of his 
own family. 
Then he met Anne Rut- 
ledge. 
She was u beautiful girl, of 
Kentucky birth, with auburn hair, blue 
eye«, a lair complexion and of slight 
physique. 
H er father was one of the 
founders of New Salem, 111., and was

the proprietor of the village tavern 
when Lincoln went to that place in 
1833. 
Lincoln boarded at the tavern. 
Miss Rutledge, who was then about 
seventeen, was betrothed to a young 
man from the east, John McNeil, who 
had become one of New Salem’s lead­ 
ing citizens. 
H er lover, having accumulated w hat 
was then a fortune, determined to pay 
a visit to his old home in New York 
state, and before going away pledged 
Anne to aw ait his return, a t the same 
tim e making the singular revelation 
that his name was not McNeil, but Me* 
Nauiar. 
When lie reached New York 
he wrote to her that bis old father's 
declining health would require his pres­ 
ence with him for some time. 
Then 
he wrote of his father 
death. 
O ther 
letters follow, d, but they grew fewer 
and less affectionate and linalty ceased. 
In the meantime Lincoln had come 
to love Anne as 1h> never loved another 
woman, and as h"r attachm ent to Me* 
N am ar weakened through his contin­ 
ued absence and sil nee Lincoln’s suit 
progressed. In time she was Induced 
to promise that she would m arry Lin­ 
coln if McNsmar should formally re­ 
lease her. She wrote to M e Xu mar, but 
her letter was never answered, and at 
last she accepted Uncolu uncondition­ 
ally. Rut the strain to which slie had 
been subjected had been t<o great for 
her to bear, and .he gave way under 
it. 
8he was seized with brain fever 
and sank day by day until ail hope was 
abandoned. 
During the I;**t days of 
her Illness her doc tors forbade h< r 
receiving any visitors, but she asked 
for Lincoln so «-ontinuously that a few 
days before her dentil he was adm itted 
to her bedside. 
When Lincoln heard that Anne was 
dead he roamed the woods In woeful 
abstraction, almost madness. His con- 
on became eo serious that he was 


sent to the home of Bowlin Green, 
who lived in it secluded spot in the 
hills some distance from the village, 
where lie w as won back to something 
like his normal self. Rut the wound he 
had received in the death of Miss liut- 
Iedge seems never to have healed. 
Long afterw ard. In speaking of her 
resting place, he said to a friend, “My 
heart lies buried there,” and lie told 
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B orsi \\ HERE LINCOLN WAS MARRIED, 
fellow members of the Illinois legisla­ 
ture th at he dared not carry a pocket- 
knife lest lie Ik* tem pted to take his 
life. 
In thue another Kentucky girl, Mary 
Owens, came into Lincoln's life, she 
differed from Mis* Rutledge in that site 
had been highly educated and hail been 
retired in wealth. Her social jmsition 
seeing to have been the rock on which 
lcncoln’s second love was wrecked. 
She had met Lincoln when visiting her 


brother-in-law, Bennett Aide, in New 
Salem, before Miss Rutledge died. She 
came again to New Salem about a year 
after Lincoln s great loss, when he was ! 
peculiarly susceptible to feminine sym ­ 
pathy. Their intimacy ripened until it 
culminated in an oiler of marriage. 
Mi** Owens declined las proposal with 
all kaiilm .*.*. Lincoln renewed his offer 
later, but it w.is again refused. 
The year 1M0 louud Mr. Lincoln in 
his thirty-*.'coiul y ear and still unm ar­ 
ried. 
“ I have come to the conclusion,’’ 
he said in a letter to a friend shortly 
before this time, “never again to tliiiik. 
of m arrying.” 
But meanwhile he had 
seen more of the world. 
’1 lie state capi­ 
tal had been removed to Springfield, 
and Lincoln soon observed the power 4 
of 
social 
and 
family 
connections- 
Though still poor and lacking the graces 
and ease of bearing obtained through 
mingling in polite society, he had risen 
to a high place in the law and in poli­ 
ties and numbered among ids friends 
many men of wealth nnd consequence. 
Mary Todd, like Lincoln’s two earlier

Springfield in 1830 to live with her sis­ 
ter, Mrs. Ninian \V. Ldwards.

Douglas was vastly more attractive

tion she committed a great mistake. 
Lincoln began to feel the sting. One 
evening lu* called on Joshua Speed, to 
whom he was Indebted for his intro­ 
duction to Miss Todd and showed him 
a letter addressed to Mary telling her 
th at he had deliberated on the m atter 
of their engagement }U,d that be did 
not feel that he now loved her enough 
to m arry her. lie asked Speed to de­ 
liver this letter. Speed refused and ad­ 
vised Lincoln to go to Mary hi person 
ami settle the subject once for all. 
Speed waited until nearly midnight for 
Lincoln to come back.
